LATEST FOREIGN MISSIONARY INTELLIGENCE. 
English Magazines for February have been re- 
oeived by the Triton, just arrived from Liverpool. 
They contain encouraging accounts of the progress 
of successful Missionary operations in the South-Sea 
Islands. At Huaheine, one of these islands, the 
Missionaries resident there, Messrs. Ellis and Barff, 
in their letter of June 17, 1821, observe, that their 
labours are prospered, and that ‘‘ the little church 
of Christ in Huaheine continues toflourish.” They 
are re-printing the gospel of John, and have com- 
menced the translation of Isaiah. The inhabitants 
of the Island are about 2V000, more than one half of 
which attend public worship on the Sabhath, and at 
other times. A newchurch of fifteen members had 
been formed in May last, in another of these islands, 
of persons whose conduct had adorned their profes- 
sion. The Sunday School contained 230 boys, 120 
girls, and 12 teachers. The children were regular 
in their attendance, and their behaviour commend- 
able. Their collections for the support of religion 
in May last, were double in amount to those of for-| 
mer years. | 
At Raiatea, also, the inhabitants are improving in| 
civilization. The schools are conducted on the Lan- | 
casterian model. Children and adults who attend, 
amount to several hundreds. The conduct of the| 
natives who have joined the church is exemplary. |

Extracts of a Letterfrom Mr. Fisk to the Corresponi- 
ding Secretary. 


Smyrna, Nov. 22, 1821. 


Dear Sir—I have already given you some account 
of the village of Sedicui, .and a visit which I made 
to it last winter. I have just.returned from a resi- 
dencé of a month there with the families of the 
Messrs. Vanlenneps. We went out October 20th. 
The five Sabbaths which I spent there, | preached 
in French to a congregation of about 20 persons, 
from the following texts :—‘ Search the Scriptures.’ 
‘ The law of the Lord is perfect.’ ‘ When thy judg- 
ments are in the earth, the inhabitants ofthe world 
learn righteousness.’ ‘ There remaineth, therefore, 
a rest for the people of God.’ These were sermons, 
which I had previously written in English, and trans- 
latedinto French. 1 spent alittle time daily in read- 
ing the Scriptures in English, Greek and French, 
with six children ofthe Messrs. V. and devoted 
most of tay remaining hours tostudy. I sold three 
Greek Testaments for about one third the first cost, 
gave away four others and distributed, and left for 
distribution, 100 Greek tracts of different kinds. I 
also visited the Greek priests frequently, for the 
purpose of reading the Scriptures withthem. After 
reading our Saviour’s discourse to Nicodemus, I 


asked, ‘ What is regeneration ?? The head priest 


replied, ‘ Baptism,’ 1 asked, ‘1s it water baptism 
merely, or does it imply also the renovation of the 
heart by the Holy Spirit ? ‘ It certainly implies the 
latter,’ said he. I replied, ‘Suppose a man has 
been baptized, but his heart remains unholy, and 
he has no true faith ; can he be saved 7” * Certainly 
I then entered into conversa- 
tion to shew the nature and necessity of the renew- 
ing influences of the Holy Spirit. To all that I said, 
he readily assented. ~

THE CHRISTIAN SECRETARY. 


We sometimes find in one town or village, two denomina-’ 
tions of professing christians, strong in their respective te- 
nets, and too much wanting in tenderness of feeling, and. 
incandour of judgment towardseach other, and yet perhaps’ 
the same denominations, in another town or village, equal- 
ly strong in their respective peculiarities, cherish a spirit 
of unfeigned love towards each other, and maintain a uni- 
ty of operation in the things wherein they agree. The, 
difference in opinion is sometimes so great between de- 
nominations of Christians that without a sacrifice on one 
side or the other, they cannot unite in the ordinance of 
the Lord’s Supper. Now, if this separation is occasioned 
by a want of love, it is grossly wicked. But if it arise 
from difference in judgment respecting the prerequisite 
rules of adrmission to that ordinance, then, the evil is to be 
estimated alike with all other differences in judgment, 
and ought not, and we rejoice tosay, many times does not 
prevent the exercise of christian love. Denominations 
thus situated often enjoy as much brotherly affection, as 
is found in other instances between two denominations, 
both of which plead for a general communion. Separa- 
tions of all kinds in the practice of christians, is unplea- 
sant, but if all are governed by conscience, and that only, 
in forming and maintaining their faith and practice, and 
if the heart be kept pure by the grace of GOD, even though 
there does not arise a nearer accordance in sentiment 
there will exist the fundamental principle of the union of 
saints, 

The foregoing reflections will serve to remind us of the 
only effectual means of promoting that brotherly love on 
which so much of our happiness in this life depends. It is 
necessary in the first place that we seek of GOD that 
divine influence which purifies the heart. By the exer- 
cise of the spirit of Christ, without which we are “ none 
of his,” we may be enabled to overcome our native selfish- 
ness, and to manifest to all, that while we are stedfast in 
our faith, we are tender in our affections. 

It is also necessary to use all the means in our power to 
regulate our passions. It is not enough to exercise love 
It should be an object with us to 
cultivate it also in others. Hasty reflections, reciprocal-

I wish I couldawaken your exertions, give life, 
vigour, and energy to your efforts. Some are 
exerting every faculty, straining every nerve, for 
the promotion of Zion’s interest ; and will you re- 
main uninterested ? No, for a Christian cannot. 
ihe prospect of doing good is not confined, but an 
extensive field of usefulness presents itselfto our 
view, wherever we turn our eyes. Were we pos- 
sessed of all the accomplishments, the splendour, 
the riches, of this world, the pleasure of them could 
not be compared with the heart-felt satisfaction to 
be derived from relieving the distresses of our neigh- 
bour, orthe delight of doing good to souls, in glori- 
fying God and promoting the cause of Christ in the 
world. In order to do the greatest good, we must 
be altogether God’s. We must give ofour substance 
liberally, cheerfully, prayerfully. Butlet not those 
who have no property be cast down : they may do 
in other ways generously and aceeptably. If God 
would not despise the widow’s two mites, he will 
accept your will for the deed, in case it be accompa- 
nied with ardent prayer for those whom you would 
relieve, if you could.

avoid these evils, christians should be careful to exercise | 
candour in the vindication of their respective sentiments, | 
and especially, to confine their arguments to the senti- | 
ments themselves.
